hnd it had come after several fi- 
nance committee inspired defeats 
or Mr. Abbott in previous’ years. 
Aside from that, Harvey Turner, 
nance committee chairman, just 
swept the meeting along with him, 
sing that clear, twangy, forceful 
oice of his to the fullest. He’d 
get up, walk around to the front 
of the table, shift into high imme- 
diately, pound out the points one, 
two, three, come to his climax and 
then sit down. And except for 
Dick’s truck, the meeting went 
long with him. He first bucked 
up against the library trustees, 
where he was able to put through 
a $2232 cut in the committee’s fig- 
ure, halting the book bus experi- 
ment and making the hiring of 
extra assistance impossible. Slome 
recompense for the Abbott victory 
came to Harvey when he had the 
tree department $275 mower turned 
down. Later he mowed down op- 
position on Highland road repairs, 
and then managed to end the ice- 
skating experiment ‘by having an 
$800 appropriation tossed out. Up 
against the combined planning 
board and school board he went 
next, defeating a proposal that 
$2500 be appropriated to start work 
on the Shawsheen school grounds. 
After taking a moment out to dis- 
prove a claim that he was unlike 
Diogenes, he managed to smother 
the proposed town financed town 
history. His watchful ear heard 
$1200 going through for the Pine 
street sewer development, and up 
he bounced to halt that. His final 
contribution was the placing of the 
Shawsheen sidewalk situation into 
the laps of the B. P. W. When the 
figures were all added up, the town 
meeting had voted only $682.50 
more than the original recommen- 
dations. 


Cemetery Passes 


One of the other personal vic- 
tories came as the meeting drew 
to a close, when Attorney Samuel 
Resnik won for Temple Hmanuel 
the night to locate a cemetery near 
the Lawrence line on the old \Cur- 
rier farm. There were objections 
from residents who owned property 
in the district involved, but largely 
they were offset by Mr. Resnik’s 
showing of a slide which showed 
the Sacred Heart cemetery and the 
United Syrian cemetery in the 
Same general area, nearer the de- 
velopment than the proposed ceme- 
tery. Mr. Resnik’s triumph, al- 
though in good part attributable to 
the clear-cut case he presented, 
was probably even more a tribute 
from people who wished to show 
their appreciation for a lot of 
things that Sam Resnik has done 
unostentatiously for the town, for 
groups within the town and for in- 
dividuals in the town. It was An- 
dover’s turn ‘to pay back. 


Street Acceptances 
A Sore Point 
The whole meeting took three 


hours and 55 minutes. Of this time 
41 minutes was spent on something 
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n Only Forty Minutes 


that the town officials stated, on 
advice of town counsel, could have 
no legal standing anyway. But it 
did give some citizens a chance to 
say what they thought, and some 
of it was said entertainingly enough 
to make the whole 41 minutes not 
exactly a waste of time. Articles 
29, 30, 31, 32, 38, 34, 35, 36, 56, 
57, 58, 62 and 63 were all taken up 
collectively on Chairman Shepard’s 
motion, the rest of the discussion 
taking place on a further motion 
to withdraw inasmuch as it would 
be illegal for the town meeting to 
act on them. Then came the op- 
portunity for some of those who 
have felt aggrieved at non-plowing 
of their private ways to vent their 
wrath, and vent it they did. But 
in the long run it did not matter, 
for the withdrawal motion went 
through, and probably a last min- 
ute vote that it be “the sense of the 
meeting that the town plow private 
ways” would also have no ‘bearing. 


Malachi Lynch was the chief 
speaker. Interested mainly in High- 
land avenue, he spoke the cause 
of most of the other petitioners 
who, according to Mr. Shepard, had 
in every instance failed to comply 
with the rules and regulations 
which are a prerequisite to legal 
town meeting action. And that, in 
the end, was what caused the vote 
to withdraw, because there could 
be no doubt that the great ma- 
jority of the voters were heart and 
soul for the petitioners. ‘Mr. 
Lynch’s talk went back into recent 
history before the statute changed 
the situation, and showed that most 
of these streets were in reality 
more acceptable than others. ac- 
cepted in earlier days, one of them 
being! a street off Salem street 
“that has gates on it, and the only 
way you can turn around is to 
drive into one man’s driveway and 
then back into another.” William 
A. R. Gordon spoke of the Elm 
court situation, and then Mr. Lynch 
told of a conversation at one of the 
hearings, after he had said if a 
place caught on fire on one of the 
courts in a snowstorm, “Eddie 
Buchan could drive up to the end 
of the court and say, ‘let the 
damned thing burn!’” This was 
predicated on the argument that if 
it was illegal to send a town snow- 
plow into a private way, it was just 
as illegal to send in a town fire 
truck. But that hearing conversa- 
tion was the one that raised the 
greatest laugh of the evening. 
Quoting Mr. Lynch: 

Question by Lynch: “What hap- 
pens if the snow isn’t plowed, and 
there’s a fire in a court?” 

Answer by official: “That's up 
to the fire department.” 

Q. by L: ‘What happens if some- 
body’s sick, and the ambulance has 
to get into the unplowed court?” 

A. by O: “Tihat’s up to the fel- 
lows on the ambulance.” 

Q. by L: “What happens if some- 
body dies there?” 

A. by O: “Leave him there until 
spring!” 

The most forceful routine argu- 
ment came from Alden Cook of 
Iceland road, which he said com- 
plies with every rule and regula- 
tion. “Please plow me out,” he 
ended. 

Mr. Shepard explained that Elm 
court had been approved by the

$15,569.58 a Minute 


That Democracy need not be 
slow and cumbersome was shown 
in the adoption of the regular town 
budgets. The ground work had 
been well laid ‘by the departments, 
the finance committee and the 
Taxpayers’ association directors, 
and Moderator Fred Butler was 
just the man to push them through. 
At 7:09 the usual preliminaries 
had been dispensed with, all the 
officers that everybody knew had 
been elected-were declared so, Ed- 
ward Hall had been renamed Cor- 
nell fund trustee, and the salaries 
of elective officials had been set. 


Then on to the budget. Fred 
read the items and Shep made the 
motions, with Fred running through 
the “All - in - favor - say - aye - all- 
opposed - no - the - motion’s carried” 
technique at a mile-a-minute pace 
until finally it began to trip him up. 
First, he came out with “Wlec- 
tricians and Registrations’ where 
it ghould have been ‘“Plections and 
Registrations.” A moment later he 
came to “Purificatiom Clam Plant 
Portion,’ and when that merged 
into “Publication Clamp” his gavel 
pounded, and sternly he warned: 
“The Moderator is going too Fast!” 

No real pause came until the li- 
brary appropriation came up when 
Mr. Philip Ripley moved for $15,- 
936, and Mr. Turner amended it ‘to 
$13,704, mentioning that the appro- 
priations had increased “alarming- 
ly’ in the last few years. He said 
the book bus is nowhere near as 
practical today as in years past 
when fewer people had cars and 
needed books brought to their door, 
and furthermore it takes up so 
much of the library staff's time 
that an extra assistant is made 
necessary. Speaking on the other 
gide of the question were Mr. Rip- 
ley, Mrs. Fieldhouse, Paul L’An- 
tigua, Mrs. Edith Kitchen and 
Principal Hamblin. 

On a rising vote the request for 
additional funds was turned down, 
241 to 146. 

On the school committee budget 
Edmond E. Hammond stated that 
the ‘Taxpayers’ association direc- 
tors were concurring with the ex- 
pectation that there should ibe a 
decrease next year. 

The B. P. W. ‘budget provoked 
no skirmishes. By 7:49 the de- 
partmental ‘budgets were all voted 
on, and in 40 minutes Andover had 
appropriated $622,783.26, or $15,- 
569.58 a minute. 

Ladder Truck Okay 

It looked like a fight for a min- 
ute on the ladder truck. John F. 
O’Connell asked for an explanation 
as to the need of such a unit, and 
Mr. Shepard proceeded to give it— 
and he gave it so convincingly that 
Mr. O’Connell seconded the motion. 
The $13,500 was immediately voted, 
and then $1035 for the chief's car 
and $2750 for a police two-way 
radio without comment. Article 9, 
for a stoker for the town infirmary, 
was withdrawn ‘by the selectmen. 

Then Mr. Abbott was up for his 
$935 truck. Reading from his notes, 
he proceeded to tell about the con- 
dition of the present truck, nine 
years old, bought second-hand, too 


ce. 


expensive to keep on the road, 
needs new tires, crack in the en- 
gine block allows water to seep 
into the crankcase, trade-in value 
of $50 or less. Mr. Turner count- 
ered with the assertion that there 
was no question that the truck 
was not fit to be operated, but 
the department has two good 
trucks, with only four men. Mr. 
Abbott was back to state that the 
department ‘has three spraying ma- 
chines, and the town collects $1000 
for private spraying because of 
this. His best truck is seven years 
old, he said. And he won. 

He wasn’t so successful on the 
mower, Mr. Turner claiming that 
the state said they were no good, 
Mr. Abbott claiming that the state 
was very much satisfied with them, 
and the town not taking the chance. 


- Again the Board of Public Works 
had no trouble on their special ar- 
ticles, getting everything they 
asked for. 

There was slight opposition to 
the new dump location, ‘but it went 
through overwhelmingly. Then 
Cheever Circle and Foster Circle 
which had complied with all the 
regulations were accepted, and 
their owners reimbursed for the 
water pipes. There followed the 
non-acceptances described above. 

All the water extensions a/p- 
proved iby the finance committee 
were approved, all disapproved by 
the finance committee were disap- 
proved, the only change being the 
reduction of the Spring Grove road 
appropriation from $980 to $608, 
with a W.P.A. stipulation thrown in, 


Ice Skating Out 

Stafford Lindsay spoke for the 
ice-skating article, saying “if we 
do have the right weather, the 
money will be almost entirely 
spent on labor, and if not, it will 
be turned back inito free cash.” Mr. 
Turner said that with New England 
weather you could spend a hun- 
dred dollars tonight, and the next 
morning with a weather change, 
you have nothing. “Children use 
skating today as a fill-in when 
there’s no snow for skiing,” he 
said, adding that children always 
used to be able to clear their own 
areas. ‘The vote was 222 against, 
158 for. 

The Shawsheen school appropri- 
ation brought a little mix-up, with 
the school committee endorsing 
the planning board’s article for 
$2500. Mr. Lamont spoke for it, as 
did Mr. Smith. Mr. Turner was 
amazed to learn why if the grounds 
were in such a bad condition, the 
school committee hadn’t included 
it in its budget. After a general 
discussion as to whether he or Mr. 
Lamont were dreaming the night 
they met, ‘Mr. Turner’s stand was 
upheld. Then without a word, the 
garbage article was thrown out. 


No Town History 

Mr. Turner and Mr. Trow also 
had quite a discussion on the ‘Town 
History problem, about who said 
what at the hearing. Mr. Turner 
claimed that the ultimate cost of 
the project would be quite consid- 
erably more than the original $1000, 
and Mr. 'Trow mentioned a quoted 
publication price of $2500 for 500 
copies and stenographic costs of 
$1000. The town was not histori- 
cally minded, however. 

Under article 49 a special com- 
mittee was authorized to study the 
town sewage problem as a whole 
instead of confining itself entirely 
to the Pine street area. Two 
changes in the zoning laws were 
approved, one change in the build- 
ing laws disapproved.

Andover’s Oldest Man 


Passes Away 

Andover lost a fine old man 
Tuesday night, its oldest and one 
of its finest. William C. Coutts on 
July 17 last year marked his 91st 
birthday in his usual good health, 
weeding his garden, greeting his 
friends. He had been ill the past 
few months, however, and late 
Tuesday night he passed away. 

Even at the age of 90 Mr. Coutts 
was very active, frequently walking 
down from his daughter’s home on 
Maple avenue to the library or to 
the Square and Compass club. He 
was an inveterate reader and 
travelled far and wide in books 
each year. Nor were his travels 
confined solely to his reading. He 
was born in Arbroath, Scotland, 
July 17, 1849, the son of William 
and Jane (Carnegie) Coutts. At 
the age of four he went to France 
and resided there until 1872 with 
the exception of the time spent in 
school in Scotland. The last year of 
his life was saddened by the 
tragedy of Dunkirk, for in that fa- 
mous port he lived for many years; 
frequently as\he saw pictures of the 
devastation of Dunkirk beach, he 
glanced at his old pictures of Dun- 
kirk as he knew it. 


In 1872 he came to America, en- 
tering the employ of Smith and 
Dove company where later he was 
in charge of the flax preparing de- 
partment. He was fond of recalling 
the days when cricket was An- 
dover’s favorite sport. For years 
he was secretary of the Andover 
Cricket Club, state champions. 

In March, 1875, he joined the 
Free church, and at the time of 
his death he was the oldest male 
member of the church. He belonged 
to St. Matthew’s Lodge and the 
Square anid \Compass club. 


In 1875 he was married to Isabel 
Murray Lindsay who died in 1899. 
Surviving are four childrén, Mrs. 
Robert L. Morrison of Detroit, 
Mich.; William M. of Somerville; 
David L. of Florence street; and 
Mrs. Dana W. ‘Clark with whom he 
had made his home. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the Lundgren Funeral Home on 
Friday afternoon at two o’clock.

You don’t often get a chance to 
have much say in what a cer- 
tain type of service ‘will cost you.

Help Them Out 

Sometimes legality and justice 
don’t jibe. The town meeting Mon- 
day evening probably took the cor- 
rect action in voting to withdraw 
the articles on which the town 
counsel had ruled that no action 
could be legally taken, but there 
can be no doubt that the sympa- 
thies of the town meeting were 
overwhelmingly for the petition- 
ers. 

Legally, according to Mr. Wad- 
dell who has the authority appar- 
ently to say where town money can 
be spent and where it cam’t, An- 
dover’s snow plows’ cannot plow in- 
to these private ways, such as Elm 
court, Chickering court, ete. That 
has been the case all winter, and 
it has involved ‘hardship for the 
residents of those courts who in 
years past have received their nor- 
mal proportionate return for taxes 
paid by having their roads plowed 
out. 

And yet this situation cannot be 
blamed on the local officials. The 
Board of Public Works knows that 
if they send plows into private 
ways, the selectmen will hold up 
the bills, because the selectmen 
know that it constitutes an illegal 
expenditure of public money, and 
it is their duty to the town to veto 
such expenditures. 

But something must be done, and 
something must be done before 
next March. Andover wants some- 
thing to be done; Andover wants 
to either cut or get around all this 
red tape. It wants these people 
he'ped, for it knows that when 
these people moved into their 
houses, they knew that under the 
then conditions they were allowed 
to receive the usual town services 
that rent-paying and tax-paying 
citizens receive. These new rul- 
ings are in a sense ex post facto; 
they apply to cases which were and 
had been for years all] right until 
the rulings were passed. It is very 
much similar to our adoption of 
the zoning laws; we could say that 
in the future no building of a cer- 
tain kind could be erected, but we 
couldn't order such a building torn 
down when erected before the law 
was passed. 


Such being the case our town 
Officials should fee] it their duty 
to do everything in their power 


to bring relief to these people just 
as soon as possible, certainly long 
before mext March. It is their task 
to try to help them, for obviously 
many of them had no idea just 
wherein they failed to live up to 
regulations, It is the duty of the 
board of survey, of the selectmen, 
of the town counsel] to aid these 
people in removing whatever ob- 
Stacles lie in the way of their be- 
Ing granted the same rights and 
privileges the rest of us enjoy,

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Children Brave Storm 
For Rolling Kitchen 


When you’ve p'’anned for weeks 
and weeks to make a one-day drive 


for $1700 to send a rolling kitchen 
to Britain, when you wake up on 
that day to find the winter’s worst 
snowstorm piling in on the town, 
when by 11 o’clock, after three 
hours and a half of plugging, you 
have collected only $200—it’s 
pretty hard to help being just a 
bit discouraged. 

There were 135 children of the 
Andover Guild, and a good many 
adults Saturday morning that had 
every right to be pretty much 
down in the dumps. They had gone 
into it with so much hope, with so 
much enthusiasm, and here was 
the weather working against them. 
But New Englanders are made to 
stand New England weather, and 
on they worked with undaunted 
courage. And when they went out 
into that snowstorm, the prayers 
of thousands of Andover people 
went with them. 

Those prayers were answered. 
At 1 o'clock the fund had mounted 
to $1,000; about a hundred dollars 
come in every hour thereafter. ‘By 
nightfall, when the drive was halt- 
ed, nearly the entire quota of 
$1,700 had been raised, and An- 
dover was very, very proud of its 
35 youngsters. To date $1,611 has 
been raised, and funds are still 
coming in from persons whom the 
children unintentionally missed. 
One donation is on its way from 
Pawtucket, R. L., from a man who 
read in a Boston paper about the 
children braving the storm. The 
rolling kitchen itself cost $1,500 
and the surplus will be used for 
surgical equipment or hospital 
beds. 

The itemized figures make the 
children’s feat all the more re- 
markable. Except for about 50 
contributions all were one dollar 
or under, Not counting coin box 
contributions about 1,200 people 


contributed; 1,200 people’ that 
these children made contact with! 
In such a hurry were they to col- 
Ject that they did not wait at doors 
long enough for people to answer. 
Several calls came in from people 
who wanted to give but who when 
they came to the door saw the 
youngsters disappear into the 
storm. : 

The Tyer Rubber whistle blew 
as every hundred dollars come in, 
and as the day wore on, the whistle 
was followed by many telephone 
calls from people anxious to know 
how the drive was coming. 

Tommy Deyermond, Doris Brad- 
shaw, June Fettes and James Mac- 
Tammany led the youngsters. 
Among the adults Mrs. Doug- 
las Byers was at the desk 
from 8 a. m. to 7 p. m. giving 
out street assignments for 
drivers. Miss Davis, Miss Valen- 
tine, Miss Abbott and Mr. Bisset 
were on duty all day trying to keep 
the boys and girls organized. Serv- 
ing as auditors were Mr. Byers, 
Francis Teland and Arthur Reyn- 
olds. Among the drivers, many of 
whom tussled with snow drifts 
during the day, special mention 
goes to Emily Bullock and Ruth 
Poynter who drove all morning 
and afternoon. 


The Guild expresses its thanks 
to John Scherner who built and 
operated the town house thermom- 
eter; to Bill Thomson for his post- 
ers; to the Barnards for their win- 
dow space. 


Pen Hallowell, who handled the 
publicity, was responsible for the 
only real oversight in parcelling 
out praise. He neglected in his 
publicity to mention the fellow 
who dashed around making ar- 
rangements, who spent hours mad- 
ly rushing around to see that in 
every possible way the drive 
should be put across, who was 
here, there, everywhere. The 
Townsman takes the liberty of 
adding to the information con- 
tributed by Mr. Hallowell some 
really wellsmerited praise for Mr.
